There is a paper mill near by, which

Tbe ordinary old rags are no good. 


The rags themselves have to be maim- 
•aotnred. Old coats, old trousers and 
old dresses are covered with wet soil, 
and after a few weeks' rotting are ex- 
humed.

The linen is placed in layers in 
n box, with soft rioh soil between eaoh 
layer, and then buried. 


Lime-water is then sprinkled over 


the grave, and after a fortnight's rot- 
tiug the linen is reduced to a mere 
skeleton, which is taken out of the box, 
laid flat in a warm blanket and rush- 
ed off to the paper mill. 


Though it is only the size of a foot- 


ball ground, it contains 2,000 graves, 
which are marked by 2,000 wooden 
stumps, eaoh bearing a number.
